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ANNOUNCEMENT. — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  contained  in  Section 
2  of  an  Act  of  Congress  (Public  No.  40,  65th  Congress)  approved  August  10,  1917,

COMMERCIAL   STOCKS   OF   FISH. 

Information  concerning  the  commercial  holdings  of  fresh  and  frozen  fish,  dried  fish  (dry  salted,  smoked,  etc.).  and  fish  in  brine,  as 
reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918.  is  given  in  this  issue.  The  estimated  total  commercial  holdings  of  these  commodities, 
assuming  that  the  quantities  actually  reported  represent  from  85  to  90  per  cent  of  the  total,  were  as  follows:  Fresh  and  frozen  fish, 
88,000,000  pounds;    dried  fish,  51,000,000  pounds;    and  fish  in  brine.  67.000,000  pounds. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  fresh  and  dried  fish  reported  for  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  larger  than  the  corresponding  stocks  of  January 
1,  1917,  while  the  commercial  stocks  of  fish  in  brine  were  somewhat  smaller.  The  stocks  reported  for  January  1,  1918,  represent  the 
following  percentages  of  the  stocks  on  January  1,  1917:  Fresh  fish,  124.4  per  cent;  dried  fish,  110.6  per  cent;  and  fish  in  brine,  88.9 
per  cent. 


COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  FRESH  FISH. 

The  commercial  holdings  of  fresh  fish  (including  frozen  fish), 
as  reported  in  the  War  Emergency  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918. 
amounted  to  74,704,443  pounds.  Of  this  total  the  fish-freezing 
plants  held  19.5  per  cent;  the  salt-fish  packers,  3.4  per  cent;  the 
cold  storages,  31.7  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  41.4  per  cent; 
the  retail  dealers,  2.9  per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms, 
1.1  per  cent.  It  thus  appears  that  the  wholesale  dealers  and  the 
cold  storages  together  held  nearly  three-fourths  of  the  total  reported 
commercial  stocks  of  fresh  fish.  The  actual  quantity  reported  by 
each  class  of  business  concerns  is  given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  1,

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  holdings  of  fresh  fish  on  the 
date  of  the  Survey  is  shown,  not  only  for  the  total  stocks  but  also 
for  the  stocks  reported  by  each  class  of  business,  in  Table  3.  From 
these  figures  it  may  be  seen  that  the  Middle  Atlantic  division 
reported  holdings  of  fresh  fish  considerably  larger  than  those  of 
any  other  division.  In  fact  approximately  three-eighths  of  the 
total  stocks  in  the  country  were  reported  from  this  division.  The 
New  England  division  ranks  second,  the  East  North  Central  third, 
and  the  Pacific  fourth.  Among  the  individual  states,  New  York 
ranks  first,  with  Massachusetts  second.  Washington  third,  Pennsyl- 
vania fourth,  and  Illinois  fifth.  The  stocks  of  fresh  fish  reported 
for  each  geographic  division  are  represented  graphically  in  Dia- 
gram 2,  and  the  quantities  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important 
states  are  shown  in  similar  form  in  Diagram  3.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  DRIED  FISH. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  dried  fish  (dry-salted,  smoked,  etc.) 
reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  January  1.  1918,  amounted  to 
43,604,046  pounds.  The  salt-fish  packers  constituted  the  most 
important  holders  of  this  commodity,  the  stocks  reported  by  them 
being  equal  to  49.0  per  cent  of  the  total  stocks  reported.  The 
stocks  reported  by  the  warehouses  represented  15.2  per  cent  of  the 
total;  those  of  the  wholesale  dealers,  23.7  per  cent,  and  those  of 
the  retail  dealers,  10.6  per  cent.  The  remainder,  amounting  to 
1.5  per  cent,  was  held  by  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms.  The 
stocks  reported  by  each  class  of  business  concerns  is  given  in  the 
first  column  of  Table  4,  while  the  relative  holdings  of  the  different 
classes  are  represented  graphically  in  Diagram  5.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

About  nine-tenths  of  the  reports,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  with  regard  to  stocks  of  fresh  fish  for  January  1, 
1917,  as  well  as  for  January  1,  1918.  Comparative  figures  for  these 
two  dates  may  be  found  in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  1.  These 
figures  indicate  a  fairly  general  increase  in  the  stocks  of  fresh  fish 
held  by  the  several  classes  of  business  represented.  Roth  the  cold 
storages  and  the  wholesale  dealers — the  two  most  important  groups 
of  concerns  handling  fresh  fish — reported  materially  larger  stocks 
for  the  date  of  the  Survey  than  for  January  1,  1917.  The  third 
most  important  group,  namely,  the  fish-freezing  plants,  showed 
only  a  minor  increase  in  holdings.  The  total  stocks  reported  for 
January  1,  1918,  were  24.4  per  cent  larger  than  those  of  January  1, 
1917.  Comparative  figures  are  also  shown  by  geographic  divisions 
and  states  in  the  last  two  columns  of  Table  3,  while  the  relative 
holdings  on  the  two  dates  are  represented  graphically  in  Diagram  1.

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Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 
The  distribution  of  the  holdings  of  salt  fish  among  the  several 
geographic  divisions  and  states  is  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in 
Table  6.  The  New  England  division,  as  the  figures  indicnte, 
reported  nearly  three  times  as  much  dried  fish  as  any  of  the  other 
eight  divisions,  the  stocks  reported  from  New  England  representing 
more  than  one-half  of  the  total  for  the  entire  country.  The  Middle 
Atlantic  division  ranked  second  in  stocks  reported,  and  the  Pacific 
division  third.  Among  the  individual  states,  Massachusetts  ranked 
first,  New  York  second,  and  Maine  third,  the  state  of  Massachu- 
setts reporting  nearly  three  times  as  large  total  stocks  as  its  nearest 
competitor.  Approximately  three-fourths  of  the  Massachusetts 
stocks  were  in  the  hands  of  the  salt-fish  packers,  and  the  same  was 
true  of  the  stocks  reported  for  Maine.  The  stocks  reported  for  each 
geographic  division  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  6,  and 
the  stocks  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are  shown 
in  similar  form  in  Diagram  7.

Five-sixths  of  the  reports  received,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  January  1,  1917,  as  well  as  January  1,  1918. 
Comparative  stocks  for  the  two  dates  based  on  these  two-year 
reports  may  be  found  in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  4.  The 
warehouses  and  the  retail  dealers,  it  may  be  noticed,  reported 
smaller  stocks  for  the  date  of  the  Survey  than  for  a  year  earlier, 
while  the  salt-fish  packers  and  the  wholesale  dealers  reported  larger 
stocks.  In  the  case  of  the  salt-fish  packers — the  most  important 
holders  of  dried  fish — the  increase  in  stocks  amounted  to  21.7  per 
cent.  The  total  stocks  reported  for  the  date  of  the  Survey  were 
9.4  per  cent  larger  than  the  stocks  on  hand  one  year  earlier. 

Comparative  Ggures  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  may  be 
found  in  Table  7.  while  Diagram  8  shows  in  graphic  form  the  relative 
stocks  held  on  the  dates  above  referred  to  for  each  of  the  more 
important  groups  of  concerns.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  FISH  IN  BRINE. 

The  commercial  holdings  of  fish  in  brine,  as  reported  for  the 
War  Emergency  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to 
56,675,512  pounds.  Of  this  total  the  wholesale  dealers  held 
22,249,421  pounds,  or  39.3  per  cent;  the  holdings  of  the  salt-fish 
packers  represented  23.8  per  cent  of  the  total:  the  holdings  of  the 
warehouses,  15.3  per  cent;  and  those  of  the  retail  dealers,  19.9 
per  cent,  the  remaining  1.7  per  cent  being  held  by  a  miscellaneous 
group  of  firms.  The  stocks  reported  are  shown,  by  classes  of 
business  concerns,  in  the  first  column  of  Table  8,  while  the  relative 
quantities  reported  by  the  different  classes  are  represented  graphi- 
cally in  Diagram  9. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  fish  in  brine 
is  given  in  Table  9.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  Middle  Atlantic  division  ranked  first  among  the  nine  geo- 
graphic divisions  of  the  country  in  stocks  of  fish  in  brine  reported, 
while  the  East  North  Central  division  was  a  close  second.  The 
New  England  division  ranked  third  on  the  list,  and  the  Pacific 
division  fourth.  Among  the  individual  states,  New  York  ranked 
first,  Illinois  second,  Massachusetts  third,  and  California  fourth.
